taxes collected in the city, for the 
maintenance and construction of city 
streets not connected with county or 
state highway systems. The plan 
would mean the addition of 70,000 
miles more of highways to the state 
system, but the additional 70,000 
miles or roads would carry only 25 
per cent of the state's traffic, he 
pointed out. 


Because of the elimination of 


needless bureaus in the system as it 
exists, the new plan would mean a 
great saving to taxpayers as a whole. 


Continuing his report, he cited ob- 


jections which have been raised 
against the plan, and gave a general 
review of the progress of the idea 
in other states, showing its practi- 
bility.

HASTENS HARVEST 


Thru this method it is possible to 


go into the orchards and harvest the 
nuts before they are ready to fall, 
when the hulls are more or less 
green, and one important advantage 
is found in the fact that the meat, 
or kernel, is not as liable to be color- 
ed. One of the problems of the 
growers in the southern part of the 
state has been that of producing a 
white meat, and it is declared that 
the new methods now employed will 
make possible the marketing of as 
white a kernel as is produced any- 
where in the world.

The chief investigator for the government 


said on calling an inquiry that it was for the 
purpose of discovering data that would pre- 
vent the recurrence of such a disaster.

Uncle Sam Refunding— 


By refunding the fourth liberty loan of the 


world-war period, the government expects to 
get a lower rate of interest, on a debt of $1,- 
724,758,500, and the banks are expected to 
absorb the new bonds, which they will do 
without any question. 


These liberty bonds have been called for 


redemption on October 15. The old method of 
financing used to be to prepare for a redemp- 
tion date and meet it with partial or complete 
retirement, just as a private citizen figured 
on meeting his notes on time, afterwards sign- 
ing new obligations if he so desired. But the 
new way is never to pay a debt, but to refund 
it. To a very large degree private industry 
has adopted this method in the past decade. 


Of course, as long as the credit of a nation 


or a private citizen is good it matters little 
to a bank whether the loan is refunded or a 
new one made after the old one is paid. But 
the accumulation of unpaid, refunded debts 
finally impairs credit. So many of these un- 
paid, refunded obligations are piled up we all 
begin to suffer for want of credit. This is a 
significant phase of the present frozen credit 
condition. 


More of the pay-as-you-go system must be 


injected into banking and industry before re- 
covery is possible. Banks live on interest, but 
such a large proportion of the public has de- 
stroyed credit, the business of banking is in 
a bad way along with other business. Cumu- 
lative interest charges on principle never paid 
is a charge for which no actual wealth has 
been created. It is a dead loss, and the drain 
on industry finally becomes so great that there 
must come a halt. 


Unless principal and interest charges are 


met and paid when due instead of being thrust 
into the future by refunding, we will even- 
tually be obliged to repudiate debts and start 
all over again. 


Many people these days believe that they are 


busy when they are keeping their feet constantly in 
motion, carrying them from place to place and office 
to office, hopping in and hopping out of their auto- 
mobiles, burning up the boulevards, never waiting 
in any one place long enough to actually accomplish 
anything. Activity that counts always takes place 
above the collar, but most of it nowadays seems to 
be confined to the feet and the gas-pedal. 


An old cattleman said that a thousand cowpunch- 


ers can't keep a herd from drifting when the water 
and grass is gone. And by the same token voters mi- 
grate when old systems of government fail to provide 
opportunities for life and security. Plead and drive 
and bulldoze as they will, the drift will be outward 
and away from the parched lands, even if it be to- 
ward a mirage. 


The Law's Delay— 


Judge James of the federal court in Los 


Angeles says that the court is "years behind" 
in the trial of cases. He is disturbed by this 
slow and creaking progress of justice, but has 
no solution except to urge that more courts 
be established and more court-rooms built. 


If the leniency accorded lawyers were 


tightened up, and they were made to prepare 
their cases and answer on time when cases 
are set, it would help a lot. All newspaper- 
men who have spent time around courts know 
this to, be true. In many instances why should 
a lawyer be granted a continuance because 
he is engaged in trying a case in another 
court? You may say that he can't possibly be 
in two places at once. But in seven cases out 
of ten the matter before the court is a mo- 
tion, or some other routine that if not made 
at that time delays the case for months. A 
substitute lawyer could make it. But the at- 
torneys of record won't allow it. He must 
keep the case in his own hands, presumably 
because he thinks his client will suffer if the 
action is taken by a lawyer not fully conver- 
sant with all of the facts. This is quite often 
true, but not always so. 


When a doctor has been treating a case, and 


an emergency arises while he is engaged on 
another case that he cannot leave, he not only 
sends another doctor, but is required to do 
so by law. If he does not do so he can be 
prosecuted for neglect. One might say that 
the two conditions are not analagous, but 
there is much suffering and hardship caused 
by courts that grant continuances. Many a 
client has died waiting for a property settle- 
ment that meant the different between pros- 
perity and deprivation. Many a man has lan- 
guished in jail for months because lawyers 
were too busy to attend to him. Sometimes a 
judge gets hard-boiled and appoints another 
lawyer in the case, but generally they are 
lenient, and the court calendar continues to 
pile up. 


Not more judges and more court-rooms, but 


a stiff backbone for the judges now on the 
bench is what we need. Does the police de- 
partment fail to answer a citizen's call for 
help because the policeman on the beat hap- 
pens lo be busy? Why should one lawyer 
with many clients be allowed to delay jus- 
tice because he is popular and too busy to 
handle all ins cases? 


Clearing court calendars can be done. It is 


clone when we- bring in judges from the out- 
side of this jurisdiction—judges who don't 
care whether a few.lawyers get all the money, 
and who are impartial and possessed of the 
idea that the courts should function in the 
interest of the people and not for lawyers. 


There is an old axiom that applies here: 


"Justice delayed is justice denied." 


NATION'S BLUE BLOODS TO 


PARADE AT COUNTY FAIR 


Interesting pamphlets on compulsory in- 


surance come to this newspaper's desk as 
reprints from the magazine, "California and 
Western Medicine." The figures set forth are 
revealing of a peculiar and distressing situa- 
tion concerning the medical profession, but 
the conclusions arrived at are not at all of a 
kind that can be accepted. 


There is a tremendous over-supply of doc- 


tors and surgeons in the United States, the 
medical writers aver. But can this be true 
when sixty per cent of tire-people "of the~e5un-~ 
try receive no medical attention whatever, 
and a much larger percentage receive only 
casual attention? This alleged over-produc- 
tion of doctors is just another phase of gen- 
eral under-consumption. It is our belief that 
we can use all the doctors we have and more 
besides. But two-thirds of the population 
dare riot call them to their homes because 
they know the cost will be added to a sub- 
sistence budget which is already staggering 
under its load. People just don't call doctors 
until perhaps it is too late, for the reason that 
they cannot afford to. Of course, every mem- 
ber of the medical profession is theoretically 
compelled to answer every call, regardless of 
whether it is possible to collect for it. It is a 
part of the ethics of the profession, and most 
of them perform free services willingly. But 
that's not the point. 


The people are not yet so debased and hope- 


less in their outlook that they can accept free 
service without at least an expressed hope 
that they can pay for it some time. And for. 
that reason they fear to contract an extra debt 
at a time when groceries and rent, are absorb- 
ing every dollar of the household budget. In 
every community there may be doctors sit- 
ting around offices with nothing to do, while 
at the same time half of the population might 
be benefited by their professional attention. 


Money is the barrier between them, just as 


it is the barrier between all phases of over- 
production and under-consumption. 


The medical pamphlet sees no way to estab- 


lish compulsory health insurance, so that 
medical and clinical attention would be avail- 
able to everybody. Such a system if tried 
would bankrupt the nation, they declare. It 
is a hopeless dream, these authorities assert. 
But why? 


You might say that it would be a hopeless 


dream for every man, woman and child in 
the United States to receive or send a letter 
by mail. The American government today, 
city, county, state and nation, is paying for 
the results of this lack of medical attention. 
Our poorhouses, hospitals, asylums for the 
insane, juvenile wards and penitentiaries are 
filled to bursting with men, women and chil- 
dren who, according to the best of authority, 
would not be there in such numbers had it 
been possible to treat them scientifically for 
incipient diseases and maladjustments. 


Contrary to the conservative view of many 


medical organizations the idea of compulsory 
and universal medical and surgical attention 
is growing in this country, not, perhaps, from 
the humanitarian point of view, but from the 
.standpoint of sound econ mics in the interest 
of the taxpayer. Although stated theoretical- 
ly, il nevertheless has the ring of truth in it 
when it is declared that fifty years of expert 
compulsory medical attention for all in this 
country would not only not stagger the na- 
tion with deist, but would lower present costs. 


It would accomplish two things—to keep 


men and women in gainful labor instead of 
ailing and unproductive, and would remove 
the biggest cause for the ever-mounting prob- 
lem of the care of our sick, the criminal and 
the indigent. And under such a system doc- 
tors would not be a surplus on the market.

And of course, the wea- 
ther being ideal, we were able the 
more to enjoy the splendid beauty 
of the scenery, marvelous cloud ef- 
fects, towns, villages, ruins, and the 
human interest in the milpas, flncas 
and the many Indians going to and 
from market.

tumes and the men with huge ca- 
castes piled with ollas or other mar- 
ketable products, great piles of corn 
husks, long beams of timber, doors, 
chairs, baskets, beds, coffins, char- 
coal, chickens, babies, and what have 
you. 
The women with regal posture 


trotting along; on their head what 
we would call heavy burdens, and 
almost always a baby swung across 
the back in a mantilla, sute or re- 
bosa. 


These all held us spellbound. But 


it was a fifty-fifty proposition be- 
cause they stared at us and found 
us equally as amusing and as much 
objects of interest as we found them. 


Leaving Antigua on August 3 at 


6 a.m. in two inclosed Buick cars, 
supplied by Don Alfredo Clark, and 
with excellent drivers, we made our 
way thru the valley of Panchoy, 
having magnificent views of the vol- 
canoes Agua, Fuego, and Acatenagr 
As usual, the smoke and steam coulc 
be seen rising from Fuego. Our roac 
gradually led to higher elevations, 
thru beautiful countryside. 


Our first stop was at Chimalten- 


ango. The fountain in the plaza 
held special interest because it is 
built on the continental divide anc 
the waters from one side flow into 
the Pacific and from the other into 
the Atlantic. It was too early in the 
morning to see very much—a few 
Indian women filling their jars ai 
the fountain—a man sweeping the 
plaza with the characteristic brush 
broom. 


Passing on thru the villages o: 


Zaragosa and Patzicia, bumping over 


_J^e._naXKaw__cpbJblestooe. streets, we 


came to P itzum. You have the same 
general impression of all of these 
towns—a large central plaza arounc 
which are centered the official build- 
ings and in the middle of which 
usually stands a fountain. Some- 
times there are flower gardens, trees 
and shrubs.and sometimes not. And 
often the modern touch of a basket- 
ball court or other evidence of the 
intrenchment of modern athletics. 
Always a marketplace where the In- 
dians come to trade, buy, sell and 
gossip, and always the cobblestone 
streets over which you may ride in a 
well-springed modern car and still 
receive your morning constitutional 
with no conscious effort on your 
own part. 


At Patzum we entered the little 


church in which services were being 
held. Indian women, their heads and 
shoulders covered with beautifully 
embroidered head pieces, knelt on 
the floor toward the front—a very 
colorful spectacle. Evidently some 
special saint or special event was 
being revered. The church also had 
very 
artistically 
carved 
wooden 


beams across the top. 


As we left Patzum the scenery in- 


creased in its ruggedness. It seem- 
ed a continuous climbing up, going 
down, and then up again. The roads 
were really remarkably well condi- 
tioned and well built. About 10:30, 
turning a little asido from the main 
road, we stopped and looked down 
below us over 2000 feet to the vil- 
lage of San Antonio Palopo. Across 
Ihe lake, seemingly at the foot of the 
volcano Atitlan, nestled the village 
of San Lucas. To the right in suc- 
cession towered the volcanoes of 
Santa Clara and San Pedro, while in 
the distance could be seen Santa To- 
mas, Zunil, and Santa Maria. 


After viewing the lake, set like a 


jewel among slumbering volcanoes 
our road wound on down the moun- 
tain, passing thru San Andres with 
its old plaza surrounded by poster 
blue buildings, to the town of Pana- 
jachel, situated on the north shore 
ol Lake Atitlan. Here was a rather 
nice little hotel. I imagine it is usec 
rather much as a resort. Here wt 
took a motor launch on the lake, anc 
keeping fairly close to the easterr 
shore, we drank in all of the beauty 
of the natural scenery. It was re- 
markable to see the way the steep 
hillsides were cultivated and plant- 
ed with corn, in places to the very 
top. 


We could see the little village o 


Santa Catarina and then San An- 
tonio de Palopo each in a lovely set 
ting on the stores of the lake. Al 
though we did not go to the village 
of Atitlan, we could look across anc 
in our imagination go back and se< 
the Indians inhabiting these shore 
and valleys, with a seemingly im 
pregnable stronghold at 
Atitlai 


where they could all gather in lim 
of defense and warfare and the 
rumors of these white men, gods 
coining to them, and uie uuwiu, 
of the powerful nations to the nortl 
then the dreaded appearance of thes 
fair strangers on their very shores 
—the fearful animals upon which 
they rode, the presence of their en- 
emies, the Cakchiqueb, along with 
the invaders. 
One doesn't have to travel long in 


this territory before he becomes 
thoroughly convinced that Pedro Al- 
varado and the other old Spanish 
Conquistadores must indeed have 


aeon supermen. To hava made their 
way across these mountains and thru 
hese deep barrancas seems almost 
lumanly impossible, especially in so 
short a space of time. Lucky it was 
:or the white men that the religious 
superstition of the Indians favored 
Jiem and that they were able to 
take advantage of pitting natural 
enemies against each other. 


When we read of the old splendor 


and wealth of these powerful tribes 
(although of course much exagger- 
ated) and look at their now poverty- 
stricken condition, it seems indeed 
very pitiable. After this most en- 
joyable hour on Atitlan, we again in 
the cars climbed and climbed until 
we were high above the lake. What 
a gorgeous view below, while near 
us on the road were lovely water- 
alls and beautifully timbered moun- 
tainsides. 


We soon reached Solalp. It was 


Friday and happened to be their 
jreat market day. The square was 
teeming with human interest. Hun- 
dreds and hundreds of Indians, and 
my first impression of the men with 
their peculiar hats with the red hat- 
bands, and many of them with what 
was apparently trying to be a beard 
and mustache, was distinctly Moor- 
ish. So much color was in evidence. 
Wares of every description. Every- 
where you looked was a picture, 
and yet being the foreigner your- 
self, you felt rather self-conscious 
about walking up and photograph- 
ing these people, as if it would not 
be just the polite and dignified thing 
to do. 


The characteris!ic huipile of the 


women seemed to be a striped blouse 
predominantly red and white, with 
red sleeves, some embroidered, or 
the design woven in. The sute was 
a colored striped cloth. The men 


and 
beautiful 


were noticed. 


patterns of design 


striped trousers, 
black and white 


and 
many 


wool plaid 


skirts or aprons. Many were bare- 
foot or wore sandals. We were 
charmed by the 
unsophisticated 


manner of the Indians. Unspoiled as 
yet by tourist trade, they sit or move 
around in a quiet, unconcerned man- 
ner, and when you stop to look at 
their products they seem not at all 
bothered whether you buy or not. 
The only discordant element is the 
presence of some of the ladinos who 
try to force then- presence upon you, 
especially the little school boys. 
They have already learned that it is 
a pretty good racket to try to lead 
you around and interpret for you, 
etc. From Solala, in the Zutuhil 
country, we proceeded on our way 
upward again. The altimeter at the 
summit showed an elevation of 3700 
meters, which would be a little over 
12,000 fset. Here alpine meadows 
stretched on either side, and the air 
felt as if had touched the snow or 
ice. It doesn't sound much like be- 
ing in the snow or tropics to be bun- 
dled up' in a' sweater and' coat to fee! 
comfortable, but such is the varia- 
tion in climate due to altitude anc 
winds. 


Situated on this high plateau, in a 


ovely valley, is the industrious little 
ity of Totonicapan, supposed to be 
omprised of about 40,000 inhabi- 
ants, mostly Indians. 
Here we 


topped in the usual main plaza. At 
ne end a quite pretentious theatei 
tood with "The Return of Fu Man- 
hu" blatantly staring us in the face, 
n the opposite corner was the mar- 
set, which is always the center of 
nterest. Totonicapan is one of the 
Busiest of the Indian towns and 
he inhabitants are reputed to be 
/ery intelligent 
and industrious, 


iere very much of the word carving 
and making of furniture takes place, 
and on the road we would pass In- 
lians with tables, chairs, cabinets, 
loors, etc., going to the market at 
he larger city of Quezaltenango, or 
aerhaps some other place. 


Among the villages in the higher 


elevations where it is rather cold, 
weaving has been developed to a 
very fine art. There are to be found 
as beautiful examples 
of hand- 


woven textiles as are to be found 
anywhere where native arts are 
lighly developed. The climate de- 
mands clothing, and the thickness 
of the huipiles, shirts, blankets, re- 
josas, etc., depends much upon the 
emperature. 
At Lotonicapan nat- 


urally the fabrics were quite heavy, 


The same thing was true of the 


next town where we stopped—San 
Cristobal. Some very lovely pat- 
terns are made here also. We visited 
the old church, which is noted for 
its elaborate Venetian altars. The 
ceiling was ornate with very nice 
wood-carved beams, and the clois- 
ter or patio was especially lovely and 
worth noticing. 


Arriving at Quezaltenango (in 


MacBride's pamphlet noted as Cak- 
chiquel) was made ourselves as 
comfortable as possible in the Ger- 
man-conducted hotel, "El Recreo." 
Quezaltenango is the second largest 
city in Guatemala, built at on eleva- 
tion of about 8000 feet. Both as we 
entered and left the city we were 
impressed by the productivity of the 
surrounding country. Near the city 
is the spinning mill of Cantel, and 
it is said that the cloth for the skirts 
which the Indian women wear thru- 
out Guatemala comes chiefly from 
this place. The textiles in Quezal- 
.e'nango are quite 
characteristic. 


The types of pattern and the geo- 
metric and conventionionalized de- 
sign carried out chiefly in the stripes 
of the materials. 


The city had a very lovely plaza 


and here, as in every one of these 
towns, in the early morning hours 
the soldiery seems to be much too 
demonstrative. Either the bugles are 
bent and out of tune or the buglers 
are all novices. At any rate, the 
entire population is aroused before 
6 a.m. by the prolonged bugling 
which seems to never end. One is 
entirely sympathetic with the old 
army attitude toward buglers. Well, 
anyway, one should be up early to 
get the benefit of all that is to be 
seen. An early morning walk gave 
us a good idea of the ups and downs 
of the city, for it surely is hilly 
How we envied those Indian women 
walking so easily up the steep streets 
while we puffed and panted at the 
top of the block. However, the high 
altitude was a good alibi. 


Many important buildings coulc 


be seen and they were very mod- 
ern and well-planned. The bank 
seemed pai'ticularly so. It was in- 
teresting to note the Indians coming 
into market, each stopping at the 
official station to secure his pink 
ticket and pay his small fee for his 
place in the public market. As al- 
ways, this market is the focal poim 
of interest in 
just too bad 


the town, and it if 
when you are no 


overly endowed with worldly goods 
and yearn so to possess these lovely 
textiles which you see. 


From Quezaltenanga we back- 


tracked for a short distance and then 
branched off on the road leading tc 
Santa Cruz Quiche. A short pause 
here and we instinctively headed fo 
the market—very picturesque as us 
ual.'~An old woman sat with a baske 
of gourd cups—the common drink 
ing utensil, I suppose, for centurie 
past. Some were very nicely carvec 
In the Quiche language they are 
called "molool" (phonetically speak 
ing) 
and "jicara" in Spanish. We 


wished to purchase some of these 
At first the woman was reluctant tc 
sell, but soon was willing, as money 
is very scarce with them. 


But the thrilling event here wa 


driving out to the ruins of Utatlan 
(about three miles from Quiche) th 
old stronghold of the Quiches wher 
Tecum Uman held sway and Pedr 
Alvarado arrived on the scene ir 
1523. Described, by early chronicler 
as equaling the magnificence of th 
Aztec capitol and the court of Mon 
tezuma in its richness, grandeur, siz 
and splendor, yet is surely was muc 
exaggerated. For as we sat eatin 
our lunch where once probably stoo 
the so-called "palace and place o 
sacrifice;" we could not help bu 
feel that although it must have bee 
a very remarkable stronghold an 
city, its size and extent of abou 
eighteen acres hardly merits th 
early descriptions. It certainly was 
marvelous site for its natural in 
accessibility. It is almost an islan 
plateau surrounded by very dee 
barrancas. According to early re 
ports there were only two ap 
proaches, one by a stairway of thirt 
steps, and another by a narrov 
causeway which could easily be de 
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lage, seems to be quite flourishing. 
In front of the church with its love- 
ly wood-carved ceiling and beams 
is a well-kept patio where many 
flowers and shrubs abound. In the 
center of the main plaza was an in- 
teresting eight-pointed star-shaped 
fountain about which clustered sev- 
eral Indian families. The huipiles of 
these women were not so ornate as 
many seen in the other villages. 
Most of them were a drab brown 
with red stripes, a plaid skirt worn 
much longer than at Chichicaslcn- 
ango, a red sash and a siute or re- 
bosa of white with a small plaid. 
Then here, as at all of the other vil- 
lages, I must mention the inevitable 
dogs. If one likes animals at all, 
these poor dogs make you shrink 
back with pity. More emaciated, 
thin, sk<;ietonous looking animals 
could not be imagined. Many of the 
horses and oxen also exhibit the 
some bony prolusions. 


Leaving Tecpam we connected 


again with our first road and stop- 
ped once more at Chimaltenango 
with its picturesque plaza and foun- 
tain. 


Then the scenery, much different 


from what we had been traversing 
in the higher mountainous country, 
began to look familiar and again we 
drove into the charming old Span- 
ish capital of Antigua, full of the 
romance of monasteries, churches, 
and hermitages.

The ruins are fast disintegrating 


and being trenched and dug into by 
vho knows whom.

Remains of seven or eight 
owers of some kind are still quite

This was another place 
to just sit and live back about 400 
years ago and see the dramatic and 
.errible struggle which took place 
on the very ground. Again we could 
not help but admire the utter fear- 
essness and indomitable spirit of the 
Conquistadores. 


Down near the base of the bar- 


ranca on the west was the entrance 
;o a long subterranean passage. 
There is a difference of opinion as 
to its antiquity. Some say it is of 
more recent origin than the con- 
quest.

with its being a means of escape 
and secret entrance, it may also 
have had its religious significance. 
Only excavation would disclose if 
a shaft or stairway led up into the 
main court or some nearby edifice. 


Reluctantly we left this site of 


such historic interest and made our 
way to the fascinating village of 
Chichicastenango. Here, to the tour- 
ists' delight, is a very delightful and 
modern hostelry, the Mayan inn. The 
lovely tier of terraced patios sur- 
rounded by guest rooms is all plan- 
ned and decorated to carry out the 
Maya motif and atmosphere. Fur- 
nished with lovely native textiles 
and pottery, the boys all dressed 
in picturesque Quiche costume; the 
court walls decorated with line 
drawings from old Maya gods and 
glyphs; the lamp shades similiarly 
treated; interesting old wood-carved 
doors and chests, all combine to 
make a charming unit. And I must 
not fail to mention the excellent col- 
lection of books about 
Central 


America, made by Mr. Clark, who 
owns the hoted, and which would be 
a delight to any student who woulc 
wish to stop here for study and ob- 
servation. 


Here at Chichicastenango was dis- 


covered in the eighteenth century 
by Father Ximinez the manuscript 
of the Popol Vuh, the sacred book 
of the Quiche Indians. There is an 
excellent translation in French, bu 
none in English so far. 


Here also is the present residence 


of Father Rossbach, well known ovei 
all Guatemala and much beloved by 
the Indians and all who know him 
We had heard so much about Father 
Rossbach that it was indeed a pleas- 
ure when Dr. Hewett took us ove: 
to meet him. Having been in Guate- 
mala most of the time since 1888, hi 
probably is better acquainted wit] 
Indian life and the country as a 
whole than any other man in the 
Republic. We were utterly charmed 
by his personality, enthusiasm, hu 
mor, and hobby. His lovely collec 
tion of antiquities could have hell 
us there for days. Some exquisite 
jade carvings, pendants and beads 
were objects of admiration. Then 
the pottery with its lovely May; 
decoration, some much similar t 
the ones in the national museum, 
which came from Uaxactun.. There 
was also an excellent collection of 
stone figurines, fighting weapons, 
and other articles. Then the beau- 
tiful pure gold Inca plaque which 
has aroused so much scientific in- 
terest as being found in this region 
—all were very beautiful. 


Our trip having been arranged ac- 


cordingly, we were in Chichicasten- 
ango on Sunday, which is the great 
market day when thousands of In- 
dians come together from the town 
and all the surrounding country. 
This was the crowning event of the 
trip. 
However, before the market fully 


opened we had an interesting walk, 
led by one of the gentlemen from 
the inn. Our goal was a shrine up 
on top of the hill. On our way we 
stopped at the home of an Indian, 
Diego Ignacio by name, who made 
all of the costumes and 1'iad the 
musics used in the fiesta in which 
was acted out the coming of the 
Spaniards and the defeat of the In- 


ians. In his workshop were a mar- I be men with a sort of small brazier 
mba made with the different-sized 
ourds. He played the tune used at 
le fiesta in a very unconcerned 
nanner, going on and on, over and 
ver again. At the time of the fiesta 


suspended by chains, in which burn- 
ed copal or some sort of incense, and 
they would swing this back and 
forth, the smoke rising, while they 
muttered catholic prayers. A queer 


vith his father, Diego consented, and 
/e came away with Pedro Alvarado, 
bree "torritos," or bulls, and an In- 
ian dancer. Much to our delight, 
Diego had his wife come out with 
ler hand loom and show us how she 
ivove the "sutes" and other fabrics, 
iwung from a post like a hammock, 
.he loom was in its primitive form. 
?he woman sat on the ground with 
ler different colored threads about 
ler (mostly on the ground) and 
vith her long wooden "machete," 
ike a long wooden knife, she pulled 
ler threads firmly together. After 
purchasing some of her textiles we 
went on up the hill, breathing with 
difficulty, and came upon the smokes 
still rising before the stone image 
which the Indians call "Pasquala 
baj," or "stone woman." Evidently 
a Continuation of an ancient ritual of 


many 


of the beliefs in their old gods. . 


Returning back to town a little 


after 9 a.m., we were able to get 
many pictures of the Indians as they 
were coming into market with their 
products piled high on their backs 
and heads, on donkeys, mules, or in 
ox carts. Then the spell of the mar- 
cet! In spite of our efforts to keep 
ight reins on our purses we could 
not refrain from buying much more 
than we had intended. We loved the 
naive good humor of the Indians. 
?hey were so amused by our terrible 
efforts in Spanish and apparent ef- 
forts in bargaining. The Indians 
were many of them very poor, and 
when in better times they were un- 
willing to part with some of their 
personal belongings, they now of- 
fered them for sale and we came 
away with huipils (women's blous- 
es), rebosas (shawls or mantillas), 
suites, servilletas, fajas, or sashes, 
Leather work, sandals, necklaces, and 
so forth. However, they seemed ut- 
terly unconcerned if you bought 
nothing at all. 


One of the most fascinating sights 


was the spectacle of the throngs of 
Indians thruout the day going into 
the churches and on the floor burn- 
ing their candles and making their 
offerings of rose petals and various | 
little bundles of different kinds of j 
plants. Then scattered about would ; 


the things which make them happy. 
The large fire kept burning all day 
out on the front steps, and was also 
very interesting. 


Being very well satisfied with 


what we were able to see and do in 
such a short stay, and feeling that 
one could very profitably and en- 
joyably stay here for quite some 
while, our limited time in Guate- 
mala made it necessary that we 
leave the next morning, and we pro- 
ceeded toward Tecpam, near the site 
o£ the old Cakchiquel capital, which 
was first known as Patinainit, and 
then Iximche. Here Sinacam ruled 
when the paniards arrived, and 
feeling that it would be political to 
make friendly overtures 
to the 


strangers, he met Alvarado with 
many gifts and promises of allegi- 
ance. It was with the aid of these 
Cakchiquels that Alvarado subdued 
the Zutuhils, but Sinacam's non- 
resistance proved to be of no benefit 
to him, for he and his people were 
treated as much like slaves and as 
much demanded of them in the 
form of tribute as if they had fought 
the invaders hi the first place.
